All fou r sou rces show a su b­ 
stantial growth in the amou nt 
of mail receiv ed from the p u blic 
since the end of World War II, 
he rep orts. In all fou r cases, 
more letters were receiv ed in 
the 1960s than in the 195 0s. 
In 195 8 , for ex amp le, the let- 
ters-to-the-editor 
desk 
of 
the 
New York Times receiv ed some 
244 letters a week. In 1966, an 
av erage of 5 41 readers sent in 
their op inions on su ndry mat­ 
ters each week. 
In 195 8 , an av erage of 10,041 
letters flowed into the White 
Hou se ev ery week. In 1966, it 
was something like 16,000 letters 
weekly .

gree to which impro v ements 
in co mmunica tio ns a nd tra ns­ 
po rta tio n ha v e shrunk so cia l 
a nd po litica l dista nces bo th 
within a nd between na tio ns. 
The civ il rights mov ement in 
the early 1 96 0 s also had a lot to 
do with it, he thinks, by giv ing 
a lift to the belief that throu gh 
activ e citizenship the indiv idu al 
can ev oke a resp onse from gov ­ 
ernment and thereby affect the 
co urse of ev ents. 
In fact, “ the civ il rights ep i­ 
sode 
p robably 
accomp lished 
more in solidify ing the habit of 
attentiv eness for many citizens 
than the combined efforts of all 
the national leaders and organi­ 
zations who hav e sou ght to gen­ 
erate citizenship between elec 
tions in the last 5 0 y ears,” he 
contends. 
The p en may or may not be 
mightier than the sword, bu t to 
many Americans it has ap p ar­ 
ently become as p otent as the 
ballot as a tool of democracy .

1 am a Negro. 1 liie in South Central I os Angeles, and during 
the rioting of August 1965. my family and I were as panicky and as 
ill-at-ease as anyone who lived In Beverly Hills. Thanks to the timely 
arrival of the members of the Los Angeles lire Department, we 
were not burned out. To the L<» Angeles Fire Department we shall 
remain eternally grateful. 
I am saddened and horrified over the present sudden onslaught 
of senseles rioting now plaguing other sections of our nation. 
However, bring saddened and horrified is not enough. I and 
thousands of other Negroes all over our country must stand up and 
openly denounce lawlessness and violence wherever it occurs and by 
whom perpetrated. Further, we must loud I > reiterate that Black 
Power militants cannot and do not speak for an>thing approaching 
a majority of Negroes. 
He cannot remain voiceless and quiescent; we cannot allow the 
Stokelv Carmichaels, the Flovd McKivsicks and the H. Rap Browns 
to remain in the limelight, harvesting detestable publicity for their 
demagogic posturing and their inane harangues. 
He cannot permit ourselves to be intimidated b> the obstreperous 
elements that will surely call us “ Uncle 
Turns*’ and “ handkerchief 
heads.” Hhat we must remain cognizant of is that these elements 
are making a travesty and a mockery of all past efforts everywhere 
of civil rights workers black and white, some of whom gave their 
lives; these elements are placing in jeopardy everything so slowly 
and painstakingly won during the past 13 years. 
Although we are preoccupied with the problems of day-to-day 
existence—of jobs, of housing, of unemployment—we must continually 
denounce anarchy and chaos, keeping in mind that whatever is 
achieved, must be achieved within the fabric of law and order.

! After reading about that young 
man in your column who had to 
get himself “ professional” sex 
instruction, I realized that my 
15-year-old boy needs it. He’s 
quite changed lately and con­ 
stantly asks me questions about 
sex I don’t know how to answer. 
I don’t want to mislead or con­ 
fuse him. Yet I’m quite worried 
about him in regard to sex be­ 
cause of the kind of questions 
he keeps asking me . . . 
ANSWER; No father around, 
eh? All right. Have him see 
your family doctor. Ask your 
doctor to invite those questions 
which have been put to you. 
And don’t you 
dare jump to 
the conclusion that there’s some­ 
thing “bad” or “ prudish” or “in­ 
hibited” in your reluctance to 
answer them. 
If 
the 
Freudian 
“experts” 
have to damn all such reluc­ 
tance in us as “ inhibited” prud­ 
ery, let’s let them do it to their 
hearts’ content. It doesn’t make 
their judgment right. They’ve 
just been trained to think in ab­ 
surdly simplistic term s, to root 
all human feeling in one or two 
feelings. So it does not have to 
be ‘ prudery” in us which makes 
us 
squirm 
at 
sex 
questions 
pushed at us by a 15-year-old 
son. We can squirm out of re­ 
spect for a maturing sexuality 
in him which we sense we’ve no 
right to interfere with. It can 
be our feminine awareness that 
the answers should come from a 
trustworthy man. I couldn’t be 
happier than I am to understand 
children's need for sex instruc­ 
tion. I also couldn’t get madder 
than I do at the wholesale, 
Freudian assumption that there’s 
something awfully wrong with us 
if we don’t feel like giving it to 
them. 
I’ve said it before and I say 
it again. For decent grownups 
sex is not sex mechanics. 
Thus, when our boys and girls 
ask us questions about those me­ 
chanics, we can feel squirmy for 
most decent reasons. In abso­ 
lute opposition to what these 
one-track-minded “experts” say, 
we can squirm, not out of prud­ 
ery but out of deep and most 
tender appreciation of sexuality. 
As grownups who have loved, 
w e know how sex mechanics are 
transformed by feeling — so 
transformed that we feel abso­ 
lutely helpless to communicate 
anything meaningful about sex 
mechanics to the child who's 
still incapable of love. 
The Sex Information and Edu­ 
cation Council of the United 
States (SEICUS) recommends as 
a fine book on adolescent sex­ 
uality “ Love and Sex in Plain 
Language” by Eric W. Johnson 
(Lippincott, $3.50). It’s for you, 
not the boy. The man, the doc­ 
tor, deals with the boy.

The velocity of protest over 
the war in Vietnam must have 
amazed even so steady a hand 
as Lyndon Johnson. 
I'm not referring to the Spring 
Mobilization 
Rally 
w h i c h 
jammed New Y’ork in April, nor 
the group of 50 congressmen who 
petitioned the President to stop 
the bombing. Forget for the mo­ 
ment the usual speeches of Gen­ 
eral De Gaulle. We won’t con­ 
sider 
either 
the 
statements 
made by the Quakers or the 
Presbyterians 
or 
the 
World 
Council of Churches. 
What I am referring to is that 
totally unsuspected and unsolic­ 
ited blast by Bishop Fulton J. 
Sheen, who asked the President 
if praying for peace in America 
was any different than praying 
for peace in Vietnam. 
Said Sheen. “ Is this reconcili­ 
ation to be limited only to our 
citizens? Could we not also be 
reconciled with our brothers in 
Vietnam? May we plead only 
for 
a 
reconciliation 
between 
blacks and whites, and not be­ 
tween blacks and whites and 
yellows?” 
What gave this sermon such 
vast coverage is the source, 
Bishop Sheen. He has been one 
of the most faithful and diligent 
anti-Communists in North Amer­ 
ica. His writings, television ap­ 
pearances and public addresses 
have brought no comfort in Mos­ 
cow' and Peking. As champion of 
the faith, the greatest champion­ 
ship of all was to convert a 
Communist. 
On every count, Bishop Sheen 
has urged a strong America in 
a dangerous world. He has been 
close to Cardinal Spellman and 
moved in the loftiest circles of 
Catholic hierarchy. When Bishop 
Sheen suggests that it is time to 
bring the boys home, you know 
that the most representative re- 


ligious forces—Catholic, Protest­ 
ant 
and Jewish—have 
joined 
ranks in their opposition to the 
President and his policy foi 
Vietnam. 
If this conclusion is true, the 
effects will be more than to 
throw such conservatives as Wil­ 
liam Buckley into moral paraly­ 
sis. It will galvanize the two 
most influential institutions of 
this land into one force for ces­ 
sation 
of 
hostilities 
the 
churches and the universities. 
On the campus side of this 
“partnership protest” have been 
the leading professors and teach­ 
ers of the continent. He are not 
talking here about off-campus 
radicals or part-time noisemak- 
ers. Consider as representative 
the observation of Dr. Lewis 
Mumford when he wrote in the 
“ Myth of the Machine” this ex­ 
perience from Egyptian culture 
during the time of Pcpi I (a 
Sixth Dynasty Pharaoh): 
The army returned in safety 
After it had hacked up the 
land of the Sand Dwellers 
After it had thrown down its 
enclosures 
After it had cut down its fig 
trees and vines 


After it had killed troops in it 
its dwellings 
After it ha dkilled troops in it 
by many ten thousand. 
Mumford sounds the alarm , 
for thousands of scholars like 
him, that we are on the same 
sick road that every empire fol­ 
lows. First expansion, then con­ 
quest, followed by collapse. 
Are we not seeing the first 
signs of internal decay? The 
cities around us are staggering 
in neglect that any good society 
w ould 
remedy—i n t o 1 e r a b 1 e 
slums, 
unemployed minorities, 
polluted air, fouled rivers, con- 
gested highways, fearful taxes 
and a steady loss of confidence 
in the American era. 
We may villify Ho Chi Minh, 
Rap Brown, Stokelv Carmichael 
and Fidel Castro. But they are 
not the cause of our troubles 
and their removal would bring 
no relief to our crisis. 
What is called for is a moral 
re-examination of the nature of 
man—20th century man in the 
place called America.

A mother writes that her six- 
vear-old son is a poor eater and 
is underweight. His pediatrician 
says he is healthy and advises 
the mother not to worry but her 
husband is not satisfied with this 
and would like to insist that the 
child eat more. The boy refuses 
to try new dishes of any kind. 
It is essential in such eases to 
make the mealtime pleasant and 
not a recurring struggle. Neither 
force nor vitamin supplements 
will induce a child to eat but a 
happy, well-adjusted ehild will eat 
ravenously when he is hungry. He 
must, however, learn to eat to 
nourish his body and not as a 
means of pleasing his parents 
or obtaining their love. Show him 
that you love him always but 
don't let your love be connected 
in any way with his eating habits. 
A small portion of a new food 
should be offered without any 
persuasion other than to show by 
your example that you enjoy eat­ 
ing it. Avoid introducing two or 
more new dishes at any one meal. 
Until he has developed sound 
habits of eating essential foods, 
don’t make candy, cake, jellies 
or soft drinks available to him. 
If he gets hungry between meals 
there is not harm letting him 
eat one piece of fruit or drink 
one glass of milk. 
When the 
change in your attitude about 
his eating finally sinks into his 
consciousness he will suddenly 
surprise you some day and begin 
to eat like a growing boy. 
Q—Will the brightness of flash 
bulbs hurt the eyes of our new 
baby? 
A—Since the duration of the 
exposure is only a fraction of a 
second it will do no harm if the 
flash is at least 10 feet from 
the baby’s eyes. The danger is 
further reduced if the baby's at­ 
tention can be focused on 
a point 
not in direct line with the flash 
bulb. 
Q—Can my being exposed to 
mumps in the early stages of 
pregnancy harm my baby? 
A—If you were already immune 
to mumps or failed to catch the 
disease in spite of your exposure, 
there would be no danger.

today, the Viet Cong acknowl­ 
edged 
many defections to the 
allied side and said some defec­ 
tors killed their comrades be­ 
fore surrendering. 
“ Many cases have-resulted in 
disastrous 
consequences,” 
the 
document said. 
The paper was seized by the 
U.S. 25th Infantry Division in an 
operation last February. 
It was released by the U.S. 
mission here, apparently to il­ 
lustrate the effect of allied prop­ 
aganda and psychological war­ 
fare on the Viet Cong. 
The 
mission 
said the docu­ 
ment “ appears to reflect con­ 
cern 
of 
the 
enemy 
leaders” 
about the allied propaganda and 
especially of 
the Chieu 
Hoi— 
open arms—program aimed at 
luring Viet Cong defectors. So 
far this year, 20,800 Viet Cong 
adherents 
have 
swung to the 
allied side. 
The U.S. Military Command, 
announced 17 North Vietnamese 
soldiers surrendered from caves 
in the last two days, and said 
they were poorly clothed and 
hungry. 
Citing one incident, the com­ 
mand said that units of the 1st 
Air Cavalry Division captured 
three 
North 
Vietnamese 
pri­ 
vates Wednesday in caves near 
South Vietnam's central coast 
near Phu My. 
The privates attempted to talk 
the remaining North Vietnam­ 
ese 
into

After this proved futile 
the cavalrymen exploded hand 
grenades at the cave opening.
